I'he introduction in Congress of 
the Gallinger-Boiitell Amendment 
to the Morrill Act giving to George 
Washington University»-t:hrough 
the District of Columbia, equal 
benefits in the federal appropria- 
tion for Agriculture and Mechan- 
ic Arts education, with state and 
territorial institutions, has 
brought a shower of opposition 
from the representatives of cer- 
tain state institutions. Among 
these, President James of the Uni- 
versity of Illinois, seems to be the 
chief objector. With little knowl- 
edge of the subject and less 
regard for the facts, a “Memo- 
randum” has recently been is- 
sued froni his office accusing the 
advocates of the present bill with 
the intention of establishing a pre- 

der cover or tneprovisi^^^^HP 
Morrill Act. 

In its prospective application to 
the George Washington Univer- 
sity this accusation is unfounded 
for the very reason that this Uni- 
versity is not a “private institu- 
tion” in the meaning of the Mor- 
rill .Act, and that the support prof- 
fered byt that act is intended for 
anv non-sectarian college which 
will carry on the work in A.trricul- 
ture and Mechanic Arts, so long as 
there is no State institution in the 
same jurisdiction. The precedent 
of giving the benefits of this act 
to other than purely State insti- 
tutions has long since been set in 
allowing such universities as Yale, 
Brown, Cornell and Dartmouth to 
become beneficiaries of the act. 

The further accusation is made 
that Congress by passing the Bou- 
tell Amendment will give direct 
aid to a sectarian institution. This 
is indeed a strange statement to 
have made of George Washington 
University, which since 1004 has 
been entirely non-sectarian and 
has on its board of twenty-one 
trustees not more than six mem- 
bers belonging to any one religi- 
ous denomination. The bill in 
question also provides that the 
Secretarv of Agriculture, the Sec- 
retary of the Interior, and the Sec- 
retary of Commerce and Labor 
and the Commissioner of Educa- 
tion shall be ex-officio members of 
the Board. "

college grade in all the lines of 
undergraduate work. President 
Tames was the author of a bill 
introduced in the last Congress to 
create a National University do- 
ing only graduate work, expressly 
limiting the student body to those 
who have acquired a master’s de- 
gree, and providing that no de- 
gree shall be given for the work 
done in the so-called UhivaTsity 
of the United States. 

The legislature of each state is 
empowered to designate the insti- 
tution which administers the fund 
provided by Congress. Should 
Congress establish a Federal Uni- 
versity this fund would of course 
be transferred to its benefit, but 
until then it is within the spirit 
and letter of the Morrill Act that 
Congress should designate any 
existing institution which comes 
within the limitation of the Act 
for that purpose. And as has of- 
ten been shown in this discussion, 
the George Washington Univer- 
sity is the only institution in the 
District eligible un^t Ais Act. 
jA n^Uf ft e iyitttet'* 5 tHSommbia is 
enStle^o its share of this appr^ 
priation made under this Act it is 
not the function or the privilege 
of outsiders to suggest or_ dic- 
tate by whom the fund is to 
be administered. The legis- 
lature of New York would in 
no wise relish a suggestion 
proffered by President James 
of the University of Illinois that 
the State appropriation be given 
to the Syracuse University rather 
than to Cornel! or some other in- 
stitution selected by it. And why 
is it in any degree more appropri- 
ate that the legislature of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia should follow 
the dictates of an outsider in mat- 
ters peculiarly concerning its in- 
ternal affairs? 

President Needham has prepar- 
ed for general distribution a 
strong and conclusive reply to the 
/Memorandum” of President 
Tames which should answer the 
objections to the Boutell Amend- 
ment satisfactorily to every fair- 
minded person. 

Other objections of no greater 
weieht have been raised against 
this billvbnt as far as can be learn- 
ed their effect unon congressmen

Saw the Earth Move 

During the Christmas holidays 
an apparatus was erected in the 
University to show the rotation of 
the earth. The experiment was 
performed in Universitj'' Hall by 
T. R. Manning, R. M. Holmes and 
O. W. Hansen by special permis- 
sion from Dean Hodgkins. The 
apparatus is known as Foucault’s 
pendulum experiment. It is an 
iron b^l, wei ring abo ut .twenty 
TxmndsTTwTnging on a 30-foot 
wire, suspended from the ceiling 
of the hall. The pendulum when 
set vibrating, swings in one plane 
and does not turn with the earth, 
so that when the earth turns to^ 
wards the east the pendulum ap- 
pears to swing toward the west. 
Observations were made and 
timed, the pendulum appearing to 
shift 5 degrees in 31 minutes 50 
seconds, whereas as a matter of 
fact the floor of the hall was seen 
turning at that rate. 

The truth of the experiment has 
been known over half a century, 
but it is not often demonstrated, 
owing to the fact that conditions 
are generally not favorable. The 
entire week was spent in rigging 
up the apparatus and preparing 
for the experiment. As vibrations 
of the floor and air current affect 
the experiment materially, all 
doors were closed and no one was 
allowed in the room except those 
performing the test. The main 
difficulty experienced, after the 
aoparatus was arranged, was the 
air resistance on the pendulum 
bob. The longest time it V^ould 
swing without a new impetus was 
three hours, but during that time 
enough observations were taken 
to give very good results.
